WRECK SURVIVORS 


UNDERGO TORTURE 


Adrift for More Than a Month on 


Raft With Scant Supply 


of Food, 


Wellington, New Zealand, Nov. 17.— 


The eight survivors of tho wreck of 
the British nteamer Ellngamlte, who 
were picked up on a raft by tho Brit- 
ish-sloop-of-war Penguin, were rescued 
sixty miles from West King Island, 
the scene of the wreck. They had been 
drifting since October 9,'.without any 
food except two apples.'. Each apple 
was cut in sixteen pieces, there being 
fifteen men and the stewardess on the 
raft when It left the wreck. Three of 
the men became maddened by drink- 
Ing sea water and leaped overboard. 
Four others arid the stewardess died 
of starvation and exposure.' The sur- 
vivors suffered the greatest agony on 
tho raft. This was twelve feet long'by 
seven feet wide. It was half sub- 
merged, and every sea ' swept over 
t, drenching its occupants: :

owercd a boat, which passed within 
Ifty yards'of the raft.'

were' 2,152,21.7 bushels.

Many Out of Work. 


Six hundred men will be thrown' out

The flre was discovered by a watch- 
man qf the building, who only a few 
minutes before had pulled a messen- 
ger box on the floor where the flames 
started. The fertilizer building which 
•was of brick. 120x60 feet, four stories 
high, was located between the beef- 
killing house and the Chicago, 
St.

• house, where DUO carcasses, nearly 


dressed, were' hanging, caught. 
By 


this time the whole plant, except the 
hoghouse, was 'a lake of flre. The 
roar was terrible. Suddenly there was 
a terrific explosion, followed quickly 
by another, and then another. 


"These are the ammonia drums," 


shouted Mr. Lennon to Flre Chief Kel- 
logg. "Tell your men to be careful. 
There Is danger of suffocation." 


Twenty-four drums of 100 pounds of 


ammonia each exploded before the 
reserve supply In the ammonia cistern 
was reached. That explosion almost 
razed the entire plant off Its founda- 
tion. 


Demolishes Flre Wall. 


The flames burst through the heavy 


flre wall which separated the big hog 
house from the other buildings. The 
bog house was the last building to tho 
north and largest of all. Steadily the 
flre crept against 
the

through the office building. Not a 
scrap of paper of any kind was saved 
out of tho office.

EE'S campaign In northern Vir- 


ginia between the Rnpldnu riv- 
er and Washington In August. 
1SGS, resulted In the complete 


overthrow of the Federal army under 
General John Topel The second battle 
of Bull.Run. fought on the old Held of 
3SG1. the 20th and SOU) of August, put 
an end for the time to the cry of the 
north. "Onward to Richmond!" It was 
a brilliant triumph for Lee. He hud 
inarched from the James river, where 
lie had defended Richmond against 
•McClellan nt the gates of the CTmfed- 
crate capital, to head off another ene- 
my which threatened to -attack Rich- 
mond on n new plan. This fresh ene- 
my he had destroyed. McClellnu had 
•withdrawn bU army from the lower 
Jamett to the defenses of Washington, 
and suddenly Lee changed his plans. 
lie decided to Invade the north, to 
cpflss Into Maryland and If possible 
.•win a new state to the Confederacy. 


There was nothing to obstruct tho 


Confederate march across the upper 
rotomnc river. Washington was tho 
danger point In the eyes of the Federal 
authorities, with I'ope's urtny defeated 
and the enemy within u day's march 
of tho city. A force lay at Martins- 
burg in observation 
on what was 


called the valley route from the heart 
of Virginia to the I'otomnc, nnd n gar- 
rison of 10.000 men was at Harper* 
Ferry, n fortified post three days' 
'march north of Washington. Pope's 
.broken 
battalions and 
McClelliin's 


•fresh divisions all lay within the cor- 
don of fortifications around Washing- 
ton city. 
' After burying the dead on the field 
at Manassas nnd sending nwny the 
.wounded, Lee turned the bends of his 
columns toward Maryland, and on thu 
5tU of September the .whole force 
.waded the river nt unguarded fords be- 
tween Washington and Harpers Fer- 
ry. ' The southern soldiers made the ex- 
perience n Jubilee, laughing, singing 
and shouting, while the bands at the 
head of the column played "Maryland, 
lly Maryland." 


There were many Marylnndcrs' In 


Lee's ranks already and to them the 
march wns a happy going home, for 
they didn't look abend to what might 
follow. 
The citizens of Maryland 


,irere not enthusiastic In welcoming-the 
,boys In 'gray, however. 
Tho column 


baited nt Frederick city. The event 
.•wns a novelty and the small boys and 
•women turned out to see the soldiers. 
Soon after his arrival Stonewall Jack- 
son was presented with n stalwart war 
horse, nnd the first time he mounted 


1 the charger the animal reared like a 


•wild westerner nnd went over back- 
.•ward, rider nnd all. The day after the

army reached Frederick was Sunday. 
•«nd Stonewall went to church nnd 
quietly slept throughout the "service. 


Lee waited four days to see what th« 


enemy would do before he made n 
move from Frederick. About that time 
be learned that McClellan had been 
restored to the command of the Army 
of the Potomac. He supposed that n 
soldier like McClellan would order the 
evacuation of Harpers Ferry, because 
the post was cut off from support by 
the presence of Lee between that point 
and Washington. But General Ualleck 
wns nt the bend of the national army 
and ordered the commandant at Har- 
pers Ferry to hold the fort, at the 
same time directing McClellan to 
march north out of Washington, keep 
close to the Potomac and relieve Har- 
pers Ferry. This so called "military 
blunder." the attempt to hold on at 
Harpers Ferry, decided the campaign 
iti Maryland. 


On the Itth of September Lee ordered 


Jnckton to turn about nt Frederick, 
recross the Potomac and Invest Har- 
pers Ferry, on the Virginia side. 
Stonewall Jackson marched on the 
10th. but lost some time In^ maneuver- 
ing to capture Marttnsbargr which the 
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Federal force evacttnted on bis ap- 
proach. This force retreated to Har- 
pers Ferry, crowding tho pliice and 
crippling rather than helping the de- 
fense. 


While Jackson planted his nuns to 


cover the pcntup citadel on thu Vir- 
ginia side of the Potomac, Loo sent an- 
other column to Invest the fortress 
from the Maryland Hide nnd \lnis the 
garrison wan caught between two 
flros. 
The Federal commandant of 


Harpers- Ferry, 
Colonel 
Dlxon S. 


Miles, made the mistake of withdraw- 
ing that part of the garrison which 
held the heights on tho Marvland 
bluffs from their trenches, and this left 
his garrison In a valley with enemies 
on the heights nil around the fortress. 


With the troops out of Martlnsburg 


nddcd to the original garrison, there 
.were over 1S.OOO Federal soldiers coop- 
ed up on n narrow, low lying peninsu- 
la formed by the junction of the Po- 
tomac and Shenandoah rivers. Jack- 
son aimed at a clean capture of the 
Federal post and therefore waited until 
It was completely surrounded before 
bringing on a crisis. When he learned 
by signal across the river that n sup- 
porting force led by General MeLnws 
was In possession of the Maryland 
heights, he signaled to his division 
leaders the following dispatch: "Har- 
pers Ferry Is now completely Invested. 
I shall summon Its commander to sur- 
render. Should he refus/- I will give 
him twenty-four hours to remove non- 
combatants and then carry the place 
by assault. Do not fire unless forced 
to." 


Even with the army signals nnd 


fleld telegraph In use forty years ago 
the commanders fought mure or less In 
a fog. Jackson and his generals while 
Investing Harpers Ferry knew noth- 
ing of what I.eu was doing meanwhile. 
They knew that he had sent McLaws 
up on the Maryland side of the" Poto- 
mac to help capture the Federal post, 
Imt nothing further of him nor of any 
enemy on the Maryland shore. About 
noon on Sunday, the 1 Ith of Sep- 
tember, the Confederate general In 
command on the line farthest' down 
the river. General J. G. Walker, heard 
tiring away off on his right In the di- 
rection of South mountain, a dllllcult 
barrier north of Frederick, where l.ee 
was supposed to be resting his army. 
Walker reported this to Jackson and 
asked permission to open his guns upon 
Harpers Ferry. Jackson replied that 
the llrlng was doubtless a cavalry skir- 
mish, and refused to allow the guns to 
open. 
Walker then determined to ho 


"forced" to flro according to the letter 
of Jackson's orders. 
He placed two 


North Carolina regiments In full view 
of the Federal artillery on the Vir- 
ginia heights and quickly drew their, 
lire. This was answered by Ills own 
batteries. 


Walker's Initiative was followed by 


other generals, and all that Sunday 
afternoon, while McClellan's troops 
were storming the passes of South 
mountain to cut their way through 
and relieve Harpers Ferry, the duel qf 
the cannon sent thundering echoes up 
nnd down the valley and across tho 
Maryland hills. 


Xlgbt stopped the rain of Iron on the 


Hth. Inside the Federal lines every- 
thing looked hopeless. 
Two cavalry 


colonels asked permission to ride out 
of the trap with their troopers and 
were allowed to sally forth after dark. 
These were the only members of tho 
garrison to escape. The plan of escape 
for thu cavalry had been broached the 
evening of the 13th, before a shot had 
been llrcd, by Colonel B. F. Davis of 
the Eighth Xow York. The Twelfth 
Illinois, under Colonel Arno Voss, 
joined fortune with the New York' 
troopers, and after dark on the l-ltl) 
the little column crossed Into Mary- 
land nnd made Its way. through the 
corps of General Longstrcet, which 
wns then moving toward the Potomac 
from the Interior of Maryland. 


Thu sound of battle off In the direc- 


tion of South Mountain np to dark of 
the 1-lth warned Jackson that no ilme 
was left for parley. The enemy was 
coming nearer and nearer to tho be- 
leaguered fortress. At daylight on tho 
loth he opened with flfty guns. 
The 


lire swept the Federal lines front nnd 
rear. A heavy fog obscured the view 
of Walker's artillerists on London 
heights, but they pounded ntray at the 
range fixed the day before. The Fed- 
eral gunners tired with spirit on the 
start, but after n time their shots be 
came feeble nnd nt S o'clock a. m. 
ceased altogether. At that hour Colo- 
nel Dlxon S. Miles, after consulting hi" 
oSlleQjrs, waved the white Hag. 


Many of the Confederate gunners on 


the distant heights could not see the 
signal of surrender nnd continued to^ 
hurl tholr missiles Into the beleaguered" 
camps. Even while waving the tlaj; 
Colonel Miles was struck with the 
fragment of n shell and died next day 
from the wound. It Is said by General 
Julius White of the garrison that Miles 
Intended the white Hag as a sign for n 
truce pending negotiations, lie hourly 
expected to hear the guns of McClellan 
thundering In the rear of McLaws on 
Maryland heights, for he had ills- 
ptttchcd a courier to the general stat- 
ing that he could not hold out longer 
than the night of the.- 15th. 


Jackson's capture of Harpers Ferry 


nddcd greatly to his renown for energy 
anil dash, but the affair turned out a 
deathblow to Lee In Maryland. Me- 
Clcllnii pushed on so rapidly that Lee 
had to turn his whole army back to 
the Potomac to tight McClellan with 
Jackson nway. •
